Alberta Government Telephones 
is going underground—with tele¬ 
phone cable and the picture above 
shows a cable plow in action. 
Plans for this year are to bury 
8,200 miles of cable in 48 districts 
throughout the province at a cost 
of 10.8 million dollars. 


During this summer, 11 plows 
will be kept busy burying cable.

to 20 miles have been plowed in 
one day. Problems arise in areas 
where rivers and muskeg are pre¬ 
valent. Days are sometimes lost 
recovering and repairing machines 
that have been put out of commis¬ 
sion by these natural hazards. 

Before men and machines can 
take to the fields to begin the ac¬ 
tual plowing a great deal of plan¬ 
ning and fieldwork must be done 
by AGT staffs. Priorities are es¬ 
tablished by taking into considera¬ 
tion the condition of existing 
equipment, unserved customers, 
the amount of outstanding loans 
and the total cost of the project 
per customer. 

Once the areas to be plowed are 
determined the Rural Development 
section must contact every farm¬ 
house in the area and plot the lo¬ 
cation of interested parties on a 
map. This information is given to 
the Plant Extension Engineers 
who carry out transmission checks 
and order the required central of¬ 
fice equipment. Outside Plant En¬ 
gineering— Rurals, then measure 
and check out the planned route 
and draw the working plans. Bids 
from individual contractors come 
in to the District Construction 
Superintendent in the early Spring 
and plowing begins as soon as the 
frost is gone. 

Since 1964, when the Rural Bur¬ 
ied Cable Program began approx¬ 
imately 13,000 subscribers have 
availed themselves of the four- 
party or i ndividuai line service 
that this system is designed ito pro¬ 
vide. To date 275 mutual compan¬ 
ies have been offered and accept¬ 
ed integration with AGT, leaving 
742 for future developement. 

It is planned for this program to 
be completed in 1973 at a cost of 
60 million dollars and there is ex¬ 
pected to be 60,000 subscribers us¬ 
ing four-party buried service. This 
system will provide almost trouble 
free service for rural subscribers. 
Being protected as it is from man 
and the elements the only hazards 
it faces is someone, or a rodent 
who ignores the “Please Call Be¬ 
fore You Dig” signs that are post¬ 
ed along the cable route.

“‘Control of Field Crop Insects— 
1967” contains the most recent 
recommendations and restrictions 
on pesticide use that were known

rugged winding trails. He could 
haul it to the nearest elevator by 
wagon across open land. But his 
home was often many miles from 
his nearest neighbors.

But by 1911, immigra¬ 
tion to Canada had swelled to 
nearly one-third of a million per 
year, and most of them were set¬ 
tling on the prairies.

The first furrow—the western 
homesteader breaking ground. He 
reached the virgin prairie beyond 
the end of the railway line by a 
canvas-covered wagon or “prairie- 
schooner” whirh he slept in if the 
weather was bad or the ground 
swampy. At other times, he slept 
in a tent. His first chore on reach¬ 
ing his location was to break 
enough ground to plant a crop. 
This established his ownership. He
